Claims 1-9, 1 1-19, 21, 24-26 are allowed over the prior art because none of the 
prior art disclosed or suggested showing the particular structure and/or operation recited 
in these claims namely: 

Claims 1-9, 11-19, 21, 24-26 call for, among others, wherein sajd drain of said 
field effect transistor (306) is directly coupled to a first capacitor (324), said first 
capacitor being directly coupled to a BiFET low noise amplifier output, wherein said 
base of said bipolar transistor (304) is directly coupled to a second capacitor (316) and 
directly coupled to a bias circuit (318).
